Kentucky Power Company (“Kentucky Power”) respectfully applies to tlie Public Seivice 

Coinmissioii of Kentucky (“Commission”) for an Order: (1) approving the ternis of the 

Stipulation and Settleinelit Agreement between Kentucky Power, the Office of Attorney General, 

Office Rate Intervention (,‘AG”) and Kentucky Utility customers, Inc. (“KIIJC”); (2) approving 

changes to its System Sales Clause Tariff; (3) permitting tlie recovery of additional revenues; and 

(4) establisluiieiit of the scliedule for Keiituclcy Power to file its Integrated Resources Plan 

(“IRP”). In suppoi-t thereof, Keiitucky Power states: 

APPLICANT 

1. Kentucky Power is an electric utility organized as a corporation under the laws of 

tlie Commonwealth of Kentucky in 191 9 and is a first-tier, direct subsidiary of Ainericaii Electric 

Power Compaiiy, Iiic (‘‘AEP”). A certified copy of Kentucky Power’s Articles of Incorporation 

and all amendments thereto was filed as Exhibit 1 to tlie Joint Application in Public Seivice 

Commission Case No. 99- 149.
